HOWEVER, the two new countries are subjected to meet certain conditions before that date. If 
the two countries can meet these conditions, the the Netherlands Antilles will officially cease to 
exist. 


TX5, AUSTRAL AND MARQUESAS ISLANDS (Update) 

Operators Les/SP3DOI, Jan/ SP3CYY, Wojciech/SP9PT, Jozef/SP9-31029 and Michel/FOSQB 
are now active as TXS5SPA from Tubuai Island (OC-152) in the Austral Island group until 
October 12th.
